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1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 2 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dyer et al. 6,450,214. Dyer discloses a three piece universal collar 40, 50, 180, 182 
that is attached to a container 60 (claim 2) that forms a gravity actuated fluid pump 22 
(claim 5) with the collar 40, 50, 180, 182 being capable to attaching to a container pump 
at the upper keyed edge 112 (claim 5) including an axial bore shown surrounding the 
fluid flow arrows 68, 70 in figure 8, a first flange 42, a second flange 281 , with a keyless 
portion between the flanges as claimed that is surrounding the numeral 52 in figure 3 
and is capable of bypassing a keyed system as claimed, a rib 52 (claim 2) that defines 
the forward location of the ribs as shown in figure 3 and extends between and connects 
the two flanges as claimed when in the rest or non-use position as also shown in figure 
3 with opposite side notches as are two of the three notches in flange 281 shown in 
figures 22 and 23, and two of the three notches 128 in flange 42 shown in figures 14 
and 15. Flange 42 also has a perimeter notch beneath the lowest numeral 128 in figure 
14 which is located opposite rib 42 in the rest position shown in figure 3. In regard to 
claim 5, Dyer additionally discloses a top edge 100 that defines a recess 118 with a 
base and upstanding sides which is axially spaced above 42 and receives a container 
projection. In regard to claim 6, either one of the sides extends obliquely at 1 1 9.
